| LOSSES ARE FEWER 


The battle generally is running 
to the Red army’s favor in a nine-| 
to-four ratio of manpower losses, 
|according to Russian statistics for 
| the past two months<of combat. 

“In some sectors of the Voronezh 
front the initiative has passed into 
Soviet hands,” the Russians de- 
clared in today’s communique, re-| 
porting that the fight there had 
gone on through another night. 
“The Germans are on the defensive.” 

This optimism -tinged report 
came as seque] to the Moscow 
announcement that the Germans 
were on the losing end of a nine- 
to-four ratio in casualties, 

From May’15 to July 15, said last 
night's special communique, the 
Germans lost in dead, injured and 
{captives no less than 900,000 troops 
|against 399,000 for the Red army. 
Of the German casualties 350,000 
| were said to be dead.

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Wasting The Enemy 


The present battle in North Africa dif- 
fers from those which preceded it. The 
others were battles of movement. This is 
a battle of position—and may continue to 
be such indefinitely. The events of the 
past week suggest “ding-dong”’ fighting 
may go on in the present area, rather than 
a “drive” either east or west. 

Both sides have been feeding 
forcements and equipment into 
which were too evenly matched to give 
either an opportunity to overwhelm the 
other. The fighting is incessant and bit- 
ter. Though the forces engaged are rela- 
tively small, the struggle has been as 
fierce as any on the Russian front. 

The Empire forces took the initiative 
at the outset. Though they have never lost 
it, they have not been able to turn it to de- 
cisive account. They have made some 
gains, but only local and restricted to the 
capture of ridges which give them better 
fighting ground. They have captured con- 
siderable numbers of prisoners, but in the 
confused melees the enemy may also have 
captured some. 

There is room to suspect that Auchin- 
leck is not anxious to repeat Wavell’s 
spectacular sweep across Libya. Where he 
is, his supply lines are short; those of the 
enemy long and difficult. El Alamein, he 
may think, is as good a place as any in 
which to chop Rommel’s army to pieces 
and dispose of the air-borne reinforce- 
ments brought across from Crete. 

It is significant that the Axis para- 
chute troops mobilized in that island have 
not been flown over to Palestine or the 
Nile valley. Rommel is calling on them to 
make up his losses in the western desert; 
and the Empire forces are taking care of 
them as they arrive.

More Money? 


A Liberal member of the Commons 
from Ontario—of all unlikely parts of the 
Dominion—suggests that instead of bor- 
rowing and taxing for the whole amount 
of the year’s expenditures, parliament 
should instruct the Government to issue 
$1,200,000,000 “at least’ of new currency. 

It is refreshing to note that even in 
the home area of “orthodox” finance 
there are some who recognize the power 
of the public authority to break up a con- 
dition of financial stringency by creating 
new money. Mr. Slaght’s proposal would 
be safe, sane and effective if the country 
was enduring that condition. 

But it isn’t. There is no money short- 
age in Canada, The physical supply is 
quite equal to the requirements. There 
never was so much in circulation before, 
and it never circulated more rapidly. 
Whatever may be hampering the war ef- 
fort or ordinary business, it is not a money 
scarcity. 

To issue any such amount of new cur- 
rency would expand buying power, not 
simply to that amount, but to. several 
times that amount through the expansion 
of credit. Credit-expansion is one of the 
inevitable results of large money-expan- 
sion—a very desirable result when the 
country is paralyzed by stagnation. But 
not a desirable result now. There would 
follow immediately a “spree” of civilian 
spending, which would multiply the diffi- 
culties of keeping a ceiling on prices and 
divert labor from war to non-esserttial 
production, 

The time for the Government to step 
into the picture with an enlarged issue of 
currency is when money is tight and dear. 
That is not, we may be thankful, one of 
the troubles of the present day. 


The Allies Need The Oil 


Alberta's tar sands are in prospect of 
becoming before long something more 
than one of the wonders of the Great 
Lone Land, and a basis for experimental 
and pioneer development work.  Utiliza- 


tion of the deposit on a large scale appears 
to be definitely on the program, if an in- 
vestigation now under way turns out as 


those familiar with the sands are ¢on- 
vinced it will. 
The Dominion Government has allo- 


cated funds for a fast, thorough and final 
examination of the extent and character 
of the deposit, and Hon. C. D. Howe stated 
on Wednesday that the report is expected 
to be ready in six weeks, 

This sudden awakening of national in- 
terest in the long known and long ne- 
glected tar sands 1s a compensatory out- 
come of the Axis submarine war on ship- 
ping. Oil is scarce because tankers have 
been sunk, South Pacific supplies cut off, 
and war needs have expanded the de- 
mand out of all peacetime precedent. 

The Allies must have oil, in still larger 
quantities. They need new sources, par- 
ticularly in areas secure from enemy at- 
tack and conveniently located. The de- 
posit at McMurray is knowmto be one of 
the world’s great reservoirs, and ways 
have been found to successfully extract 
the oil from the sand “sponge” in which it 
is held. 

Cost does not count when a war de- 
mand has to be met. Money, public or 
private, is now available for the develop- 
ment of this resource—as it was not when 


) the competition in the Fisher 
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ample supplies of oil could be obtained by 
| hauling the liquid away from wells in 
| tankers, trucks and railway cars or allow- 
ing it to flow through pipe lines. The driv- 
ing force behind the proposed develop- 


ment of the tar sands is irresistible. The

| The Best Plan In Sight 

| Representatives of the prairie pro- 


vinces are at Ottawa, urging new Domin- 
ion legislation aimed at solving the west- 
ern farm debt problem. The plan they pro- 
pose is that adopted at the Saskatoon 
conference. Federal legislation is sought 
because provincial enactments have been 
held to be ultra vires, and parliament de- 
clared to be the only body competent to 
deal with the matter. 

The proposal involves the setting up 
of a tribunal—more than one if necessary 
—clothed with broad powers to write 
down farm debts, reduce interest rates, 
change terms of payment, and revise its 
own decisions in the light of subsequent 
events. 

This is a radical proposal, and as such 
will not be immediately popular in all 
parts of the Dominion. The idea will no 
doubt be opposed by representatives from 
some of the older provinces, who will re- 
gard it as something akin to robbery of 
their constituents who have loaned money 
on western farms. 

Any such notion is a fallacy. What is 
proposed is only that the facts of the 
situation be recognized in law and means 
be taken to deal with them. Western farm 
debts are not and never will be worth 
their face value, in a regrettably large pro- 
portion of cases. There is no use pretend- 
ing otherwise. And no use continuing a 
stalemate which is in reality as hopeless 
for the creditor as for the debtor. 

‘Despite all the Dominion has done 
and all the provinces have tried to do, the 
debt “mess” is still a mess, and will con- 
tinue to be until some other means of 
bringing about a settlement is put in 
operation. The plan suggested could hard- 
ly fail, given adjusters who knew their 
business and were seriously minded to 


make an end of the sorry deadlock. Par- | 


liament should have no hesitation about 
passing the necessary legislation and get- 
ting the tribunal—or tribunals—at work.

|after 5 p.m. on the 3rd and left 

fore 7 p.m. the same night, 
after having left their plane out 
on the lake, were ferried to 
shore by a small boat, walked 
|almost a mile and return by the 
|same method, that is the time 
| consumed in paying treaty. 

As I have said before I have 
been in the country for twenty- 
nine years and this is the first 
time, in almost three decades
